An official of the board said 
here today that a change of policy 
was being considered and would 
be acted upon at a conference to 
be held within a few days. 
“Since

tribunal

greater authority 
and more power to go deeper in­ 
to the case,” it was said, 
“the 
board may retire from the investi­ 
gation started or may postpone it 
indefinitely.” 
If Dempsey is tried and found 
guilty, the license issued to him 
by the club last July would he 
revoked without a hearing or an 
investigation, it was declared.
